Northwest 1/16 corner; A 2 % inch aluminum monument with a 3 1/4 inch cap was set 0.3' above grade at the intersection of 
the lines formed from 005 to 007 and P06 to N06 (being the intersection of the lines formed from the North 1/16 between 
Section 19 and 20 to the Center North 1/16 and the Center West 1/16 to the West 1/16 corner between Section 17and 20). A ! 
inch iron pipe was found North 32 degrees WEST, 25.8’ from the established corner. The origin of this monument is unknown. 
The intersection of remnants of old fence running north-south and west is North 54 degrees East, 20' from the established 
corner. A 1980 Forest Service reference card indicates the said pipe was found approximately 40’ northwest of a fence corner. 
The said pipe is North 72 degrees West, 32' from the intersection of old fence remnants. To the East of said corner campers, 
sheds and other occupation is as much as 67' north of the established quarter-quarter line.
